i have never fallen in love with 
them in a way to want to wed 
them and thus have to mingle 
with them and constantly dis- 
course with them during my pil- 
grimage through life. 

It is said that “during the 
Boer War when the Boers were 
encamped against the city of 
Ladysmith, the English officer 
in command of the besieged city 
learned that a soldier was 
going about among those who 


were valiantly defending the 


city, and telling them that they 
could never hold out till help ar- 
rived. The soldier was sentenced 
to a years imprisonment for be- 
ing a discourager.” 

To drop in a little word of 
comparison here pfease call-to 
mind that the warfare we are in 
is of far more importance than 
the Boer War was, and that if 
it were considered such a crime 
to be a discourager during that 
war as to require as a penalty 
a@ years. imprisonment, how 
much greater is the crime, and 
what greater penalty should he 
be thought worthy who would 
be a discourager now! 

To discourage is to disheart- 
en, to weaken the courage, 
to create doubt, or have a 
tendency to create doubt, 
to hinder, to lessen the confi- 
dence. My father was a man of 
tremendous courage. He was 
active in the upbuild of his com- 
munity and the country around. 
Educational interests, morality, 
improvements in almost any 


* way were objects of his delight. 


In spite of all the odds against 
him he would progress in every- 
thing he undertook for the bet- 
terment of humanity. In time of 
sickness he was always coura- 
geous and full of hope. He bat- 
tled against the ills of life for 
almost four score years, but 
one day when lying on his bed 
very sick, - although perfectly 
conscious and talking occa- 
sionally, the doctor, in whom he 
had great confidence, came into 
the room and examined him, 
and then said, “If you have any- 
thing to attend to or wish to say 
anything you must attend to it 


. immediately,” he was so dis- 


couraged that he never spoke 


-again. I saw the hope vanish 


from his face, and the courage 
disappear. He began to wilt at 
once and never revived again. 


. have wished a thousand times, 


{ suppose, that that doctor had 
not uttered those discouraging 
words. I have always believed 


“ life would have been prolonged 
even if he had not recovered. 


{ have seen splritual life 


‘snuffed out in a similar man- 
ner. Temptations were rolling 


before a soul with tempestuous 


- geverity. Satan had almost over- 


come the struggling soul and 
yet that soul was fighting man- 
fully and determinedly. A few 
words of discburagement were 





that soul, while the accusations 
were being made, at last the fa- 
tal word was spoken by the soul 
itself that seemed to seal its 
destiny forever. . Discourage- 
ment did its deadly work. No 
one to pick it up and thus it 
drooped and died. Once a happy 
soul, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and now hidden under a cloud 
with no intimations of ever try- 
ing to come out again. A deaf 
ear is turned to every mention 
of the former life of Christian 
experience'‘and sunshine. The 
face is covered with gloom ev- 
ery time I see it. Knowing what 
I do now I would fight for that 
soul if it were to do over again. 
As it was then I was silent and 
dumb. And by my silence I sided 
with those that struck the fatal 
blow. God forgive me! O God 
forgive me! I vowed later that 
I would not remain silent at 
such a time again. O I’m afraid 
that person will never return. 

A few times In my life I have 
had all I could carry. The temp- 
tations Were so tremendously 
heavy that it seemed that a 
feather’s weight would have 
crushed me like an eggshell. 
Added a few words of discour- 
agement at such a time and I 
might have succumbed. On: the 
other hand how refreshing 


would have been a few words of 
encouragement.I have given the 
illustration before, but it comes 
in here nicely: A high building 
was on fire. The firemen were 
working faithfully and energet- 
ically trying to extinguish the 
flames. But all in vain. They 
mounted higher and higher. The 
building must go. Presently 
from an upper story window 
was extended a hand and then 
a beautiful little face was seen 
through the smoke. A child! A 
child! shouted the crowd below. 
Who will go to the rescue! A 
long ladder was run up the wall 
that just barely reached the 
window. A _ brave, fireman 
mounted it and hastened up- 
ward. But before reaching the 
top the flames were licking 
their fiery tongues across . his. 
path. He halted a moment as if 
he were discouraged. A moment 
seemed like hours. Amidst the 
stillness that prevailed a voice 
shouted, “Cheer him! Cheer 
him!” And a loud cheer. rose 
from a thousand throats. The 
fireman was encouraged so that 
he rushed through the flames, 
shot in at the window, grabbed 
up. the little child,‘ wrapped ‘her 
in a blanket, rushed back to the 
window, out and down the lad- 
der, through the flames that 
were now wrapping the ladder 
with their destructive violence, 
and soon the little treasure was 
in its mother’s arms. A. thou- 
sand people echoed the phrase, 
“Brave. fireman,” and lauded 
him for his heroic deed. But on-

people; for they are stronger 
than we.***And there we saw 
the giants***and we were in our 
own sight as grasshoppers, and 





on against all of the discourage- 
ments. While they were at 
Caesarea special effort was 
made by all of his friends to 
discourage his going. At last the 
heroic veteran of the cross 
broke down under the discour- 
aging pressure. I see him as he 
hung in the balance a moment, 
then by a tremendous effort 
he rose above it and cried out, 
“What mean ye to weep and to 
break mine heart? for I am 
ready not to be bound only, but 
also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus.” (Acts 
21:18) In order to do his duty 
Paul was forced to ride over the 
highest tide of discouragements. 
He did -it and went on, but how 
many others would have backed 
off from duty under far less dis- 
couragements! 

Hardest of all to endure are 
the discouraging words of kind- 
hearted friends who, with the 
best of intentions, seek to dis- 
suade one from following a 
course of duty. When Jesus an- 
nounced to His disciples His in- 
tention of going up to Jerusa- 
lem where, He told them, suffer- 
ing and death awaited Him, 
Peter in his devoted love for his 
Master sought to dissuade Him 
from His purpose. “Be it far' 
from thee,Lord: this shall never 
be unto thee,” he exclaimed im- 
pulsively. “Thou art a stum- 
bling block unto me,”’said Jesus, 
“for thou mindest not the things 
of God, but the things of men.” 

O, do not be a discourager. 
Do not be a_ stumbling 
block by the use of discourag- 
ing words, in the path of anyone 
bent on doing his duty. Be an 
encourager. Speed him on his 
way. Henry Ward Beecher once 
said, “All that a true soldier 
wants to know is that he under- 
stands his orders.” Little as may 
be thought of it the statement 
of Lyman Abbott may not be so 
much out of harmony with the 
teachings of Scripture: “The 
man who spreads depression 
and breeds discouragement 
ought to be ostracized.” This 
word means to be banished or 
excluded from public or private 
favor. This great man puts a 
discourager down pretty low in 
the scale of society. And this 
leads to the second topic of our 
subject. ‘Every mouth should be 
stopped that hinders instead of 
helps. 

When the twelve men _ that 
Moses sent to spy out the land 
of Canaan returned they told 

of the good land and brought 


session of it. The balance were 
discouragers and said, ‘“‘We be 
not able to go up against the 


couragement causes weeping 
very often. And discouragers 
always cause heartaches unless 
those they try to discourage are 
able to ward off the influen 

and rise above it. 


' The next thing those dis- 
couraged Israelites did was to 
raise a criticism and: murmur 
-’Moses. They could see 
oses. They had no faith so 
they murmured against their 
pyre leader. -. They 
were co ely discouraged. 
+ They wanted: to go back’ to 
their old land of slavery. And 
ten discouragers were the cause 
of the whole trouble. They kept 
on with their discouraging talk 
until the people said, 
make a captain, and let us re- 
turn into Egypt.” (Num. 14:4) 
They all turned rebels because 
of those ten discouragers who 
lost sight of God and laid all the 
blame on Moses, their God ap- 
pointed leader. 


In the face of all'the discour- 
agers and the rebellion that was 
waxing stronger before them 
Joshua and Caleb, with their 
undaunted courage and iron 
wills, made one more effort to 
encourage the people and per- 
suade them to go over at once 
and possess the land. “Only re- 
bel not ye against the Lord, 
neither fear ye the people of the 
land; for they are bread for us: 
their defence is departed from 
them, and the Lord is»with us: 
fear them not.” 
But they would not listen. 
Those ten discouragers had got- 
ten in their deadly work. They 
were about to stone the two 
who were trying to encourage 
the people, when all of a sudden 
God came on the scene and 
stopped the mouths of the reb- 
els—stopped 
of the discouragers. God was 
displeased with them and said, 
“I will smite them * * *, 
disinherit them.” 
the intercession of Moses, the 
very one that they rebelled 
against, they would have been 
blotted off the face of the earth 


(Num. 14:9)

If God dealt 
thus with discouragers in the 
shadow (Heb. 10:1). what do 
you suppose He will do with 
them in the full blaze of Pen- 
tecostal light and glory and at 
a time when. it is prophestfed 
that the Church of God shall 
rise and shine! (Isa. 60:1.) I re- 
peat that I would be afraid to 
be a discourager. And the 
further I go with this subject 
the more I am emboldened to 
say that every mouth should be 
stopped that hinders instead of 
helps. 


I do not know how many dis- 
couragers we have in our ranks, 
but I’m not expecting there will 
be any by the time for the As- 
sembly. In Paul’s- day there 
were many. He named them 
unruly, vain talkers and deceiv- 
ers. He declared that their 
“mouths must be stopped.” He 
describes them thus: “They 
profess that they know God; 
but in works they deny him, 
being abominable, and disobe- 
dient, and to every good work 
reprobate.” (Titus 1:10-16.) 
I tell you, Paul had no use for 
discouragers, and his writings 
that are left for us are still con- 
demning them. And the Church 
of God has no use for them. In 
the catalogue of gifts for the 
Church the Apostle provides for 
helps and governments, but 
makes no provisions for dis- 
couragers, hinderers or an- 
archists. If there are any to 
pop up and show themselves 
they are branded as reprobates 
—wholly given up to sin; de- 
praved. And Paulis against 
them and declares that their 
mouths must be stopped. 


For the conflict that is on the 
very strongest, iron hearted, 
with nerves of steel are needed 
now. Discouragers have to 
take a back seat when this 
class comes to the front. This 
is the quality of the men, and 
women it will take to stop the 
mouths of the discouragers. 
And God-is raising them up. 
Isaiah describes our Captain— 
Jesus—when he says, ‘“‘He shall 
not fail nor be discouraged, 
till he have set judgment in the 
earth: And the isles shall wait 
for his law.” (Isa. 42:4.) And 
since the Church is His body, 
and it is His Church it will not 
fail nor be discouraged. And 
every member must rally to the 
front and rise above discourage- 
ment and thus put down and 
stop the mouth of every busy 
body that is going about as a 
discourager. We are having 
some little hard times just now 
financially, but this is a time 
to prove we can endure hard-

The above subject has. been some 
what a puzzle to.many and many Have 
a@ great desire to know about it, but 
for the lack of time I have only been 
able to give meager explanation. I 
will try to: make it a little clearer 
in this 

First, I will speak of.the prison. A 
prison, of this day. is used for the de- 
taining of its, also in. former 
times it was used for safe keeping of 
innocents or, in other words, keeping 
safe those that. might be subject to 
harm or danger. 

It is like this, we find a babe sitting 
on a public highway, I pick him up 
and set him in an inclosure for safe’ 
keeping, he is now fx prison according 
to the old usage of the word. The 
above is as Lord Coke observes, Im- 
prisonment a5 & punishment was not 
prescribed by the Mosiac law—-W, W. 
Rand’s dictionary. 

Andther term for this kind of a 
prison is “Paradise.” The term implies 
the idea of being guarde@ or safely 
kept, as well as a place of enjoyment. 
Paradise is of Persian origin. It de- 
noted a beautiful park where people 
could reggrt for rest, they were usu- 
ally walled up, that. no wild beast or 
intruder could, molest. 

Now this 
low and refe to as down. Jesus 
said to the thief, “Today shalt thou be 
with me in paradise,” Paul states 
that Jesus descended into the lower 
parts of the earth. Eph. 4:9. This par- 
adise and prison is feferred to as 
sheol in the Old Testament and hades 
in the. New Testament. The former, 
Hebrew and the latter, Greek, and 
both mean a place of the departed 
spirits. So the on that Jesus 
lain terms.

after your spirit leaves its fleshly tab- 
ernacle you will’go with me to the 
abode of departed spirits, a place for 
safe keeping against wicked spirits, 
a place-of happiness: Notice that Paul 
said that Jesus descended (went 
down), His body lay in Joseph’s new 
tomb, but His spirit went down to pri- 
pon, paradise, sheol, hades, Remember 
these terms mean the same, a place for 
departed spirits. Yet as the prison has

There are 
many more Scriptures we could use to 
show that paradise was once below 
and. the inhabitants were called pri- 
soners .of hope, by the blood of the 
covenant. Zech. 9:11,12. a 

I wills here that Jesus did not 
go to the er sheol with His mes- 
sage. He said the thief would be with 
Him and we know the thief did not 
go. to lower sheol, so I want to im- 
press it on the minds of my readers 
that Jesus did not preach to the wick- 
ed in lower shecl. Let us remember 
that when the wicked die, their desti- 
ny is sealed, their hope is blasted, and 
there wouldh’t have been any need of 
preaching to them. The Lord never 
wasted any breath or energy for His 
work always counted, so we know it 
would have been needless for Jesus to 
Have preached to the inhabitants of 
lower sheol. Listen, “When a wicked 
man dieth, his expectation shall per- 
ish: and the hope of unjust men 
perisheth,” Prov. 11:7. “He that is un- 
just, let-him be unjust still: and he 
which is filthy, let him be filthy still.” 

You are thinking now that He 
preached to antediluvians. That is al- 
right, He could do ‘that -then not 
preach to sinners: There’ were’ doubt- 
less thousands of antediluvians who 
had died in the faith and gone to the 
upper sheol, Even. Methuselah died on- 
ly a year before the flood. Was he a 
wicked man, whose spirit lodged in 
the lower sheol? You say, No. Well, I 
am confident that there were thou- 
sands just like him. He was living 
during the preparation of the ark, no 
doubt, he had heard righteous Noah 
preach many times. It is absurd to 
think antediluvians were all lost. 
No, we pick out many good char- 


-acters that lived. before the fiood 


whose spirits went to the upper sheol. 
I know it is true that Peter said He 
preached to the spirits that were 
“sometime” disobedient, that’s e 
key, not. that they were then di: 
dient, but were “sometimes”  dis- 
obedient. This will apply to holiness 


people today. You were sometim 


. disobedient.-Hear Paul, “But now in 
Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were }. 


far off are made nigh by the blood 
of Christ.” Eph.-2:38. 
The Syriac version says, Ye who 
” were far off. So we see that 
“before” and “sometime” mean about 
the same; signifying that they were 


-at one time afar off, but not at the 


time Jesus was/in sheol preaching to 
them. Keep in mind they were “some- 
time” disobedient when God’s long 
suffering waited for their repentance 
during the building of the Ark. Peter 
did not say that He preached to them 


that

I say-that many of the antedilu- 
vians: repented; during God’s long suf; 
fering with them through Noah’s 
one hundred and twenty years min- 
istry as a preacher of righteousness. 
His converts were the “sometime” 
disobedient but made nigh by the 


meént that Jesus made when He went 
to upper sheol. He made it to the 
prisoners of hope; others had no 
hope their, “expectation had per- 
ished,” but the righteous ante 
diluvians were waiting for this.special 
time; no doubt, Moses had told them. 
it-was near at hand, Not only~ were 
the antediluvians there, but the patrf- 
archs and prophets and John the Bap- 
tist; doubtless, he had them on the 
look out. Peter said, “For for this 
cause was the gospel preached also 
to them that are dead, that they 
might be judged according to men 
in the flesh, but live according to God 
in the spirit.” 1 Pet. 4:6. 

Let us read Hosea 13: 14,.“I will 
ransom them from the power of 
sheol; (mot grave) I will redeem 
them from death: O deatk, I. will be 
thy plagues; O sheol (not grave), I 
will be thy destruction.” 

This is'not the resurrection to 

come, this-has already been; you 
say, When? When Jesus went in the 
spirit and made the announcement 
that the sacrifice had been made. He 
led.forth captivity taptive and gave 
gifts to men, thus, ransoming them 
from sheol. Ransomie means to set 
the. captives. free, This is what He 
did, many Were seen in'the city of 
Jerusalem. Eph. 4:8-10. 
“That thou, mayest say to the pris- 
oners, Go forth; to them that are in 
darkness (In the invisible or unseen), 
Shew yourselves, They shall feed in 
the ways, and their pastures shall be 
in all high places. They shall pot hun- 
ger nor thirst;. neither shall the heat 
nor sun smite them: for he that hath 
mercy on them shall lead them, even 
by the springs of water shall he guide 
them.” Isa. 49:9,10, “Prisoners, Go 
. forth,” I know of, no other prisoners 
than those of sheol, and those of up- 
per sheol went forth when Jesus led 
them out: They are how enjoying the 
good things mentioned above. Para- 
dise’ is now above. Paul said, after Je- 
sus’ ascension that he had been caught 
up to paradise. The saints no more go 
down but up; but sheol Nath been en- 
larged, doubtless by the emptying out 
of upper ‘sheol. The wicked shall- go 
down. Some day death and sheol will 
deliver’ up their wicked déad to the 
white ‘throne judgment, then finally 
will: be cast into the lake of fire. 

“And as it: was-in the days of Noe, 
so shall it-be also-in the days of the 
Son of man.” Luke’ 17: 26. The: judge- 
ment waters eovered the -earth and 
many -believ went down at the 
same time with the wicked, but their 
‘souls were presefved ‘in upper shéol, 
Only a few were able to rise above the 
tfibuld.‘on waters; so it will be next 
time at the tribulation. “Fear not, 
little flock; for it-is the Father’s-good 
pleasure to give you thé kingdom.” 
Only a comparative-few go up. You 
say, “Why did God take only eight peo- 
ple inte the ark?” I will ask, Why did 
he take only two of each of, the ani 
mals and fowls in the Ark, and the 
rest drown? It. was because He did 
not need but just that number. Neith- 
er did He need any more than Noah 
and his family to repéople the earth, 
So this does. not signify that all were 
lost but” Noah and his family. No, nev- 
er. There will be Christians left in tt 
tribulation period who will fall 
Hneath the waves of tribulation,

This may seem like a strange sub- 
ject to some, but I find so many peo- 


cause because they have rings, brace- 
lets and other jewelry 
which they could sell and use’. the 
money for the Lord. Now, no subject 
sounds good to me without some 
Scripture text behind it, so here is one 
to start with: “And they came, both 
men and women, as many as were 
willing hearted, and brought brace- 
lets, and ear rings, and rings, and tab- 
lets, all jewels of gold: and every 
man that offered an offering oi gold 
unto the Lerd.” Ex. 35:22. 

The people who made ‘these offer- 
ings were God’s people who had once 
worshipped these things and vexed 
Moses so nwich that he threw down 
the tables of the law and broke them, 
but now they offered them to the Lord. 


I have been in places where the 
saints of God have been condemned of 
their jewelry,,but when they took off 
their rings etc., laid them aside for 
a*keepsake. Some have asked me te 
give my adwice as to what should be 
done with this jewelry and this is my 
idea of the matter. 

I feel that it would be good in 
God’s sight to sell the jewelry and 
turn the money into the Church of God 
treasury to help spread the gospel. 
There are many preachers out on the 
field who are short-on finances and 
this would help them out some. 


Now, about what is meant by jew- 
elry. When I say jewelry, I do not 
mean gold case watches, chaifis, eye- 
glasses or gold teeth, unless they are 
used for show, but those things which 
the Bible is against, such as, rings, 
ear rings, bracelets, shiny pins and 
such like. 


It is a. struggle foy-the man on the 
field to do the fighting, so you “home 
guards” must make a sacrifice ‘to 
carry this great message. I am not 
writing this for my own special bene- 
fit but for the sake of carrying God’s 
message amd getting souls free from 
the lust of the world. 

Here are a few reasons for getting 
rid of the jewelry. In the first place, 
it is of the world and has a tendency 
to call men and women back to the 
world when they begin to; get cold in 
spirit. When the people get -sancti- 


ry and lay it aside, but when they 
eome to a test they are tempted to 
go. back. and put it on again.

Before the church was fairly com- 

, John the. Baptist came as a 
gheer " proclaiming, “T am the voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, Make 
graight the way, of the Lord, as said 
Ahe prophet Esaias.” Presently Jesus 
came preaching His everlasting gos- 
pel, next He ordained twelve apostles 
to preach and heal all manner of dis- 
eases. Matt. 1¢:1. These disciples did 
wonders, but the harvest being great 
and the laborers few. He chose seven- 
ty more disciples and sent them forth 
all over Judea by two and two. They 
had a glorious time for when they re- 
turned they came with joy, saying, 
“Lord, even the devils are subject unto 
as through thy name. And he said un- 
to them, I beheld Satan as lightning 
fall from heaven.” Luke 10:17,18. 
-. Christ having established His mes- 
siahship by many signs and wonders 
began te explain to His disciples how 
He must. suffer and die and rise again 
and though it was a season of sore 
conflict to the infant church, the foun- 
dation of her future glory and final 
triumph was laid. 

After His resurrection, ‘Christ re- 
mnewed the commission of His minis- 
‘t@rs and greatly enlarged the fields of 
their- labors, saying, “All power is giv- 
en unto me in heaven and in earth.

While the disciples were faithful 
and humble hearted, keeping a 
marked difference between them and 
the worldand glorying onlyin the 
gross, the work went on with success, 
but when they grew to be a great peo- 
ple and became more popular, the spir- 
it of compromise with the world got 
in. among them; the rich and fashion- 
able more frequently joined them, 
bringing their worldliness and improp- 
er influences with them then the 
church was no longer poor and de- 
spised and the spirit of the- world was 
substituted for. the Spirit of Christ. 
_ Ichabod, the glory which has depart- 
ed from Israel, was written oj the 
doors of the temple. We learn from 
. Church history that this was the con- 
dition of the church a few contursee 
after Christ. 

But God did not leave Himself en- 

tirety without witnesses. There were 
always a faithful few who amid per- 

‘secutions and death, shone as lights in 
‘the world and the gates of hell could 
mot prevail against them. After many 
whanges light began to dawn and Wy- 
cliffe arose as the morning star of the 
reformation. Luther, Zwingli, Mel- 
anchton, Knox and Calvin soon follow- 
ea. The work so triumphed that in 
about fifty years they had broken the 

lee of papish tyranny from half 
oF: christendom, but again Protestant- 
ism became popular, thus, she re- 
tained the form, but lost the power of 
godliness. The state of religion was ex- 
ceedingly dull when God poured out 
His Spirit on the Wesleys, Whitefield 
and others to preach holiness. Their 
opposers tried to drive them by force 
from the walls of Zion, but the more 
the gospel was opposed, the more it 
was preached, and the more it. was 
understood and embraced. When they 
Saw that they could not drive them, 
fhey changed their ground of attack 

,,and began to cry peace union, but 

’ this turned out to be opposition {p dis-

DO ALL SPEAK WITH 
TONGUES 


M. S, Lemons 








This has been a great question — in 
the minds of many, but to some it is 
uot a difficult one at all. 

“And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. 
Are all apostles? are all prophets? 
are all teachers? are all workers of 
miragles? Have all gifts of healing? 
do’ all speak-with tongues? do all in- 
terpret? But covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and yet shew I uuto you a mrore 
excellent way.” 1 Cor. 12:28-31. 

In these verses, it is easily seen 
that these mentioned are all special 
gifts. In the first place they are men- 
tioned “gifts” and in the second place 
we know that all these did speak ia 
tongues who received the gifts for 
they were all filled with the Spirit at 
Pentecost. These were the ones who 
received the first gifts, for the Word 
says, that the first ones He set into 
the Church were apostles. And as, 
Jesus said, “I will build my church, * 
it is easy to see that He had to get 
some material ready and all are 
willimg to conclude that the FIRST 
material would have bgen the first in 
use. All who were set in the Church 
with the gifts here mentioned had 
talked in tongues when they received 
the Holy Ghost. To fully satisfy this 
conclusion, read 1 Cor, 12:28. 

They were all filled with the Spirit 
at Pentecost and those who made the 
inquisition in Acts. 2:38, were prom- 
ised by Peter that they should have 
the gift og the Spirit. Now if this is 
true they all spoke in tongues for the 
Word says, “And the same day. there 
were added unto them about three 
thousand souls.” These were asked 
to repent and be baptized and Peter 
said, “Ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” The final conclusion, 
they did repent and» were baptized 
and were all filled with the Spirit and 
all did speak with tongues. The fol- 
lowing day five thousand did the same 
and all must conclude that if they 
did not talk with tongues, they must 
have been very badly disappointed. 
And the next day MULTITUDES were 
added unto them. How do you figure 
these words of holy writ? Let it all 
have its full meaning. Do not shade 
the Word of God, 

Jésus said in John 16:13, “For he 
shall not speak of himself.” The Holy 
Ghost honors Jesus, and when the day 
of Pentecost was come they were all 
filled and began to speak with tongues 
just like Jesus said they would do. 
Jesus said that the. Holy Ghost would 
speak when He came, that is, He will 
speak every time He comes through 
every individual to whom He comes. 
In the eighth chapter of Acts,He came 
to those who had “right” hearts, but 
Simon Magus did not’ have such a 
heart and therefore, He did not get 
Him. We are sure that Simon heard 
them talking with tongues as that is 
the way He is to be identified. “When 
‘He comes He will testify.” 


In the tenth chapter of Acts, they 
spake in tongues as well as_ those 
Jews on the day of Pentecost. This 
is the first time the Gentiles had the 
privilege of hearing the gospel. In 
the ninteenth chapter of Acts, twelve 
Jews received the baptism wit the 
Spirit and talked in tongues. Sure, for 
this is the way we are to know that 
He has come. 


Some sanctified people are very 
good and de¢lare that some _ receive 
the Holy Ghost without talking in 
tongues. I am sure they think so. 
They do not get the Holy Ghost like 
the early church did. They say, “Do 
all speak with tongues?” and thus leave 
the impression that some can get the 
Holy Ghost and get some other gifts of 
the Spirit d not have to speak in 
tongues. All who had the gifts spoke 
with tongues when the Holy Ghost 
came to them. God gives the Holy, 
Ghost and the Holy Ghost gives the 
gifts. Your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost and when He comes to 
you, you then have the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. Acts 2:38. But when He 
gives you the gift of tongues, or the 
gift of healing or both, you then have 
the gifts of the Spirit or some of 
them. It does not seem that any one 
person would have all the nine. gifts 
of the Spirit, but some may have one 
or more of them. 

There are about twenty thousand 
people in the CHURCH OF GOD and 
all or nearly all of them speak. in 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance. 
There are as many SANCTIFIED 
PHOPLE and none of them speak in 
‘tongues. How does that look to you? 
If all of our people speak with 
tongues, it does look like a few of 
theirs would speak with tongues. [ff 
it were only a gift, it looks as though 
three or four hundred of them would 
i get the experience as it is only a 
gift. To say the least of it, when any 
of them get the experience of talking 
in tongues,IT WILL BK A THIRD 
EXPERIENCE for none of them ever 
get the experience when they are 
sanctified.
